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Motel proposed 
on St. Albert Trail 


A proposal for a 36-unit motel beside the 
Big M restaurant on the St. Albert Trail 
prompted some discussion at.-Tuesday 
night's meeting of the Municipal Planning 
Commission. 

The proposal was presented by George 
Koch of Golden Flow Construction Ltd. The 
proposed development would consist of the 
hotel units, a dining room, a cocktail 
lounge and a manager's residence. Mr. 
Koch told the commission the building 
would be constructed from block and cedar 
siding. He indicated from the. drawings 
that large trees would be used to screen off 
the parking area, and commented that the 
trees would also serve as a noise buffer. 
The proposed development would go as far 
as the edge of the ravine, and room for 
parking 111 cars would be provided.$ 

Mr. Koch told council that the company 
had dedicated the ravine area and service 
road to the city. 

In discussion of the matter, City 
Administrator Bob Byron stated that the 
development conformed with the intent to 
which the land was originally developed. 

“This is not an ad hoc development,”

said Mr. Byron. ‘‘The service road 
dedication was made on the condition that 
the rest of the property could be 
developed. This is simply an extension of 
the original intention.”’ 

Mr. Byron went on to say he realized the 
city courrejl wished to study the matter, but 
pointed out that proposal conformed to 
land use and other standards, as are 
judged by the MPC. He stated that council 
could take the matter under advisement. 

Ald. Bill Shields made reference to 
council’s intention to have the area placed 
under special study. 

‘*We can't ignore the residents concern 
about this area. I would like to see this 
referred.”’ 

This drew disagreement from Ald. 
Ayotte, who expressed his support for the 
proposal. 

‘It fully conforms with the original 
intention,”’ said Mr. Ayotte. Mayor Ronald 
Harvey, who chaired the meeting in the 
absence of Chairman Barry Breadner, also 
supported the proposal. 

Mr. Byron moved that the proposal be 
approved in principle. The motion carried.

PIGEONS, CLONES AND THE POST OFFICE 
By Joan Proctor in the Detroit Times 


The Canadian Postal System wants to have envelope sizes 
standardized to help speed up mail service. This request 
would seem fair enough, I suppose, if at the same time 
standardization of the size of the average postal workers 
was also introduced. 


For instance, if they want all Canadians to use size 5 x 9 
envelopes exclusively, they should demand all postal 
employees be 5 feet 9 inches tall, It would make things so 
much neater. All the stools in the mail sorting rooms could 
be the same height and all the slots could be at the same 
level. 


Perhaps what could be done is to find a postal worker 
perfect in every respect and then run off thousands of 
clones.

A sharp surge in inflation 
has taken place over the past 
several months, with food 
prices increasing at ‘‘a dis- 
maying 36% annual rate,” 
according to the Bank of 
Montreal's Business Review, 
Prices excluding food rose at 
7.2 percent annualized. 

In other areas the economy 
continues to move sluggishly 
and for the first quarter of 
this year the real GNP was 
announced at 2.8 percent, 
similar to 1977 when growth 
averaged only 2.7 percent, 
which the Review notes is 
well down from the econo- 
my’s potential.

Since its inception, the 
team has performed an aver- 
age of 65 demonstrations 
each season across North 
America including annual 
visits to Canada's north, In 
1974 the Snowbirds became 
the first display team to 
perform within the Arctic 
Circle and in 1975 performed 
aunique midnight show in 
“The Land of the Midnight 
Sun.’’ On July 4, 1976 the 
team performed in Philadel- 
phia, Pennsylvania as part of 
the United States Bi-Cen- 
tennial celebrations as well 
as a performance at the 1976 
Summer Olympics at Mon- 
treal. The 1977 season was 
highlighted by performances 
at the Canadian International 
Air Show at Toronto, and the 
National Air Races at Reno, 
Nevada. This year the Snow- 
birds will doa fly-by at the 
opening of the Common- 
wealth Games in Edmonton 
on August 3, and they will 
provide a full show at 
Wetaskiwin on August 5. 
Wetaskiwin is the hometown 
of Major Gord Wallis, 
commanding officer and 
team leader of the Snow- 
birds. 

Also appearing at the Bert 
Wallis Memorial Air Show at 
Wetaskiwin will be 1977 
Canadian National Aerobatic 
Champion, Mr. Al Hauff. 

Al is certainly no stranger 
to Wetaskiwin and area, He 
spent the first 12 years of his 
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life on a farm just northwest 
of Wetaskiwin, before mov- 
ing into Wetaskiwin, where 
he completed his education. 
In 1962 Al joined the RCAF, 
where he gained consider- 
able experience on various 
military aircraft including the 
CF 104 Starfighter jet. Pre- 
sently Al flies a DC-9 out of 
Toronto for Air Canada. 

Always interested in aero- 
batics, Al built his Pitts 
Special S-1C in 1975. In 1976 
he began entering aerobatic 
competitions. A year later he 
became the Canadian Na- 
tional Aerobatic Champion.

Federal voting 
requirements noted 


A reminder that only 
Canadian citizens may vote 
in federal by-elections and 
general elections has been 
issued by Jean-Marc Hamel, 
chief electoral officer of 
Canada. 

‘The Canada Elections 
Act of 1970 provides that 
only persons having attained 
the age of 18 years and who 
are Canadian citizens qualify 
as federal electors,’’ said 
Mr. Hamel. *'The Act also 
provides that British subjects 
who were not Canadian 
citizens, but who qualified as 
electors at the time of the 
1968 general election, could 
continue to vote in federal 
elections for a period of five 
years following the coming 
into effect of the Canada 
Elections Act on June 26, 
1970. Accordingly," stated 
Mr. Hamel, *‘since June 26, 
1975 only Canadian citizens 
have had the right to vote in 
federal elections.’’ 

He also pointed out that 
British subjects who are not 
Canadian citizens may be 
entitled to vote in certain 
provincial or municipal elec- 
tions if they meet the 
requirements of the applic- 
able election legislation, 

‘*As far as federal by- 
elections and general elec- 
tions are concerned,"’ said 
Mr. Hamel, ‘proof of Cana- 
dian citizenship is not re- 
quired either at the time of 
enumeration or at the polls, 


but the eligibility of a 
would-be voter can be chall- 
enged by the deputy re- 
turning officer, the poll clerk, 
one of the candidates or his 
agent, or by any elector 
present at the poll. If 
challenged the would-be 
voter will be asked to 
produce satisfactory evid- 
ence of citizenship or to 
swear or affirm that he is a 
Canadian citizen."’ Anyone 
refusing to swear eligibility 
when required to do so will 
not be given a ballot and will 
not be readmitted to the poll. 
Mr. Hamel cautioned would- 
be voters that a false oath 
could result in prosecution. 
Persons in doubt about 


their citizenship status 
should contact their local 
Court of Canadiah Citizen- 
ship or the Department of the 
Secretary of State, These are 
listed in the telephone direc- 
tory white pages under 
‘Government of Canada’. 
Courts of Canadian Citizen- 
ship are located in 28 major 
centres across Canada. In 
many other areas, citizenship 
officers, specially appointed 
individuals and provincial or 
county courts provide citi- 
zenship services. Enquiries 
may also be directed by mail 
to the Registrar of Canadian 
Citizenship, Department of 
the Secretary of State, Ott- 
awa, Ontario KIA OMS.

The Canada Elections Act of 1970 provides that every man and woman who 
has attained the age of 18 years and is a Canadian citizen qualifies as an elector 
and is therefore able to vote in federal by-elections and general elections.

science at the University of

Much of Dr. Ignatieff’s 
career was spent with the 
Food and Agriculture Or- 
ganization of the United Na- 
tions. His agricultural qual- 
ifications allowed Dr. Igna- 
tieff to be a member of the 
support staff at the Quebec 
conference where the FAO 
was created in 1945. He was 
later stationed in the Wash- 
ington and Rome offices. 

From 1960 until his re- 
tirement in 1970, Dr. Igna- 
tieff was head of the land and 
water division of FAO and 
was one of the most senior 
Canadians on staff. 

He personally prepared 
the first @tlition of Efficient 
Use of Fertilizers, an FAO 
publication which has been 
used extensively on an inter- 
national level. 

Dr. Ignatieff was born in 
Kiev, Russia, one of five sons 
of Count Ignatieff, minister 
of education in Czarist Russ- 
ia. 

The Ignatieff family emi- 
grated to England and Vlad- 
imir later attended Wye 
Agriculture College in Lon- 
don, graduating in 1927 wit. 
a Bachelor of Science degree.

He enlisted in the Cana- 
dian Armed Forces in 1940 
and later tranferred to chem- 
ical warfare work. 

Dr. Ignatieff holds mem- 
berships in a number of 
Societies including the Agri- 
cultural Institute of Canada, 
the Canadian Physiological 


Society, the Institute of 
Chemistry or Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland (As 
sociate), and the Canadian 
Hunger Foundation. 

In 1975 he received an 
Honorary Doctor of Science 
of Agriculture and Food 
Degree from Laval Uni 
versity.

She claimed 
she had been terminated 
from her job because she was 
pregnant ... and Commission 
investigation substantiated 
her claims. Her employer's 
allegation that the complain- 
ant had frequently been late 
and absent because of her 
condition was not supported 
by work records or by fellow 
employees. This case was 
settled when the woman 
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received $391.04 in back 
wages,

Unfortunately, strikes, 
layoffs, or illnesses have a 
way of cropping up when 
you're least prepared for 
them.

Virtue won out over 
villainy at the Citadel 
Theatre Monday night, and 
the victory seemed intensely 
satisfying to the packed 
house cheering, booing KI- 
ondikers. ‘‘Adrift in New 
York,’’ this year’s Klondike 
melodrama produced by the 
Walterdale Theatre was well 
received by the audience, 
despite the fact it could do 
with some additional work. 
Addison Aulger's melo- 
drama tearfully recounts the 
plight of Nellie Weston -- the 
Flower of her Family -- a 
young woman ‘‘cru-ell-y’’ 
exploited by the unscru- 
pulous ‘‘Desperate Des- 
mond."’ Poor, pure Nellie, 
played by Cheryl Heikel is 
lured by this bounder to the 
Bowery and left to fend for 
herself, or face life as a fallen 
woman. Her choice is clear -- 
virtue will out; In the mean- 
time, the ‘‘poor but honest’ 
Jack Merriwell, our hero, 
played by Joel Cochrane 
follows in hot pursuit of the 
heroine, determined to sna- 
tch both her and her father’s 
farm from the clammy clut- 
ches of Desperate Desmond. 
Prepping the audience for 
all this mental anguish 
Monday night, was Allan 
MaclInnes, standing in for his 
sister “Christine MaclInnes,! 
the regular emcee. Mr. Mac- 
Innes proved himself more 
than equal to the task, as he 
gamboled and carolled ac- 
ross the stage with great 
panache, The audience res- 
ponse was slightly timourous 
at first, but people eventually 
warmed to their role. Hisses, 
boos, cheers and coos soun- 
ded at appropriate points in 
the proceedings. However, 
from where .1 sat, the 
‘*plants’’ were disappointing 
These individuals are strate- 
gically placed in different 
parts of the theatre for the 
purpose of some droll heck- 
ling and smart cracks, Un- 
fortunately, their voices were 
thin and some of their 
remarks lost their sting. 
Which brings me to another 
thought relating to the 
actors’ response to audience 
participation, The cast ten- 
ded to resume speaking 
before the din had subsided 
and some choice bits were 
lost in the uproar, Perhaps a 
lengthier pause could be 
taken while the audience 
regains its composure. 
There were some inno- 
vative touches in the melo- 
drama that livened up a 
production which tended to 
drag in places. The hero’s 
‘idiot strings’’ and clod- 
hopper boots combined with 
his beaming smile to guar- 
antee him a laugh at every 
entrance. Wayne Hunter 
rendered Hi Perkins, that 
stalwart arm of the law, in 


the grand manner of Deputy 
Dog (of TV cartoon fame). 
Nellie’s diction was redolent 
of a small town elocution 
teacher and consistantly br- 
ought chuckles. In the role of 
Desperate Desmond, Paul 
Wood was sufficiently das- 
tardly to provoke a constant 
flow of sibilants, 

The second act is the 
weakest part of the melo- 
drama, with Act three the 
strongest. The Bowery sc- 
enes in Act 2 are somewhat 
bewildering, with people 
dashing hither and yon with 
ambiguous reference to the 
plot. If this scene could be 
tightened up, the production 
could move along with a little 
more alacrity and clarity.

This type of 
production serves as an hil- 
arious reminder that the 
audience is an integral part 
of the theatrical experience. 
Although I wouldn't advo- 
cate heckling at a modern 
performance, the melodrama 
points out that audience 
reaction works to influence 
any production. No audience 
is obliged to sit in obsequious 
gentility through an abysmal 
play, nor must they restrain 
their reactions to a great one. 
Drama is a collective hap- 
pening and the hyperbole of 
the melodrama provides an 


‘apt illustration of this often 


overlooked fact.

important of all, it is music. 
Without the blues, there 
would be no contemporary 
music as it is known today. 
Most historians and musico- 
ethnologists tend to gener- 
ally locate Blues in North 
America (the U.S. to be 
exact) without really going 
into its history, or waking up 
to the fact that it is a living 
art form, both in its foreign 
home in America, and in its 
roots in Africa. 

Africa is a very big contin- 
ent, and there are literally 
hundreds of tribes, each of 
them with its own culture, 
morals and other codes of 
living. But one important 
thing that ties the people 
together is music, and dance. 

Before | go further, here is 
an excerpt frern the National 
Geographic Magazine of 
Dec. 1971: ‘‘Long dismissed 
as primitive, African music is 
actually extremely complex. 
Drums and bells, flutes and 
string instruments play from 
five to as many as 12 
different rhythms simultan- 
cously. Western music sel- 
dom employs more than two, 
African dance corresponds to 
the same pattern. Movement 
of various parts of the body 
follow separate rhythms in 
an apparent freedom expres- 
sion that, in fact, requires 
great precision and control. 
Slaves brought their music 
with them across the Atlan- 
tic. African influences can be 
heard in the ‘rumba’ of 
Cuba, the ‘calypso’ of Trini- 
dad, the ‘samba’ of the 
Caribbean and South Ameri- 
ca, and of course, in North 
America music." 

Blues as a music form 
came into existence as the 
result of forced emigration of 
millions of Africans from the 
West Coasts of Africa to 
North and South America 
and the Caribbean, In its 
very early form, it is the 
lament of a homesick people, 
it sometimes vocalizes their 
hopes and aspirations, pro- 
tests, and eventually it is the 
salvation of many ghetto 
kids. 

In its more general form 
today, playing or singing the 
blues is the persona! emotion 
of the individual finding 
through music a vehicle for 
self expression. It is also 
social music, it can be music 
for dancing and drinking by, 
it is the song of the casual 
guitarist on the back stoop, 


the music of the piano 
player; blues is all things to 
all people. So it might be safe 
to say that the blues is the 
story of humble, obscure, 
unassuming men and wo- 
men, and it is the story of 
some whose names became 
household words. 

In Western Nigeria, parts 
of Eastern Ghana, Togo and 
Dahomey (West Africa), 
there are still the traditional 
musicians who ‘sing’ or 
‘shout’ their tunes over the 
backdrop of various drums, 
flutes and string instru 
ments. What is very peculiar 
is the ‘talking drum’’. This 
drum does exactly what its 
name suggests. 

The making of a talking 
drum is quite an affair, and 
what's more, its manufacture 
is reserved only to the guild 
of drum makers, and the 
knowledge is passed from 
father to son or daughter 
through generations. They 
are made in various sizes 
ranging from bass to treble. 

The function of the talking 
drum is to accompany the 
vocalist, through a series of 
wide-ranging atonal music. 
Obviously, there were no 
drums of that calibre in the 
Americas when the Africans 
came, and most conventional 
European instruments were 
lacking in range and tonality. 

It is extremely difficult to 
sing and accompany yourself 
on the trumpet at the same 
time; the human voice could 
not be duplicated on the 
banjo because of its crisp- 
ness of tone; the piano could 
only play a dozen notes or so; 
and conclusively the early 
blues were sung as ‘‘field 
hollers’’ with no instrumen- 
tal accompaniment whatso- 
ever. 

A few years back, | took an 
English friend of mine, a 
resident in Nigeria at that 
time, to a local musical 
concert. Even though he was 
a good musician, he couldn't 
figure what was happening. 
You have to free yourself 
from the shackles of con- 
ventional ‘‘scales’’ as known 
in classical music to fully 
appreciate most ethnic music 

A German musician called 
Karl Stockhausen underst- 
ands the so-called primitive 
music so well that he actually 
composes pieces for it, He 
calls it ‘‘universal music’’. 
Of course, as most conven- 
tional instruments are very 
limited, Stockhausen travels 
extensively in Africa to tape 
atonal music, on top of which 
he puts layers and layers of 
sound from electronic music 
synthesizers. 

Another well-known rock 
drummer, Ginger Baker (ex- 
Cream) now lives in Africa 
where he owns a 16-track 
studio dedicated to the docu- 
mentation of African music 
before the march of civil- 
ization destroys everything.

Auditor’s Special Report 


To: The Members of the Council 
The City of St. Albert 


We have examined the balance sheets of the various funds of the City of St. Albert as at 
December 31, 1977 and the related statements of Revenue and Expenditure, Surplus 
(Deficit), Capital Financing, and Equity in Fixed Assets for the year then ended. Our 
examination was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and 
accordingly included such tests and other procedures as we considered necessary in the 
circumstances except that due to operation of the St. Albert Public Transit System by the 
City of Edmonton, our examination of Public Transit Fees was of practical necessity 
limited to the recording of fares reported by the City of Edmonton 


In our opinion, except for the effect of any adjustments which might have been required 
had we been able to extend our examination of Public Transit Fees, these financial 
statements present fairly the financial position of the municipality as at December 31, 
1977 and the results of its operations for the year then ended, in accordance with 
generally accepted accounting principles for Alberta municipalities applied on a basis 
consistent with that of the preceding year.

Notes to Financial Statements 
December 31, 1977 


ACCOUNTING POLICIES 
a) The accrual basis of accounting is followed in both the budget preparation process and 
the recording of transactions. 


b) Depreciation policy 


- General Capital Fund - none 

- Water Capital Fund - Annual depreciation in an amount equal to the annual debenture 
principal payment is recorded as a reduction of equity and is not charged to 
operations. 

- Public Transit Capital Fund - none 


c) Equipment replacement reserves have been established for the General Capital Fund 
and the Public Transit Capital fund which, at the end of the estimated useful life of the 
assets, will have provided sufficient funds to replace these assets. 


WATER AND SEWER 

In the current year, the City of St. Albert recorded Water and Sewer revenues earned up 
to December 31, 1977 whereas in previous years, these revenues were recorded on a 
twelve month billing cycle basis. 


The effect of this change was to increase the 1977 Water Operating Revenues by 
$32,297 and the 1977 Sewer Operating Revenues by $16,128. 


Included in the 1977 Water and Sewer revenues are amounts of $38,918 and $18,148 
respectively, being the difference between subsequently determined actual billings and 
1976 year and estimated accruals, These revenues have been included in the operating 
revenues for 1977. 


FIXED ASSETS . 
It is the policy of the City of St. Albert to enter into agreement with developers whereb 
the developer is responsible for the installation and all costs of streets, sidewalks, 
lighting, and water and sewer lines. Upon completion and acceptance of the works, title to 
the assets is transferred to the City at no cost. 


As a result of this policy, the asset values of the City do not reflect the developer's cost of 
assets transferred to the City. 


CONTINGENT LIABILITIES 

The City is the defendent in three lawsuits at December 31, 1977. While it is impossible to 
estimate the ultimate liability with respect to pending litigation, the City's solicitors believe 
there is little likelihood of the claimants having any success against the City

Coyote hunting to be controlled 


New big game hunting regulations 


Alberta Recreation Parks 
and Wildlife has outlined 
major features and changes 
inthe Game hunting regu- 
lations for 1978. 

Generally, hunting season 
opening dates will be similar 
to those of 1977. Except for 
the south eastern region, big 
game populations have re- 
mained stable throughout 
the province. 

The number of big game 
licenses which Alberta hun- 
ters can hold has been 
simplified allowing people 
more choice. Residents will 
now be allowed to possess a 
maximum of three of the four 
male antlered big game 
licences - Male Elk, Male 
Mule Deer, Male White- 
tailed Deer and Moose. The 
restriction of not being 
allowed to hold both a moose 
and elk licence has been 
removed. 

The hunting of Antlerless 
Elk, Antlerless White-tailed 
Deer and Antlerless Mule 
Deer will be by special draw 
authorization, Hunters succ- 
essful. in the draw will be 
able to purchase their male 
licence tag after they get 
their antlerless authorization 
stamp. This will allow a 
hunter to harvest either a 
male animal anywhere in the 
province during the season 
or an antlerless animal in the 
wildlife management unit 
specified on the authoriza- 
tion. 

Bowhunters will be given 
one big game tag with the 
purchase of the bowhunting 
licence which allows them to 
harvest one animal (male or 
female) -- Moose, Elk, Mule 
Deer, White-tailed Deer, 
Black Bear or Caribou. If the 
person wishes to hunt 
another animal after he uses 
his bowhunting tag, he may 
purchase the regular species 
licence and hunt either with a 
bow or gun. 

This year the Fish and 
Wildlife Division will be 
requesting all hunters to 
submit the front teeth from 
any big game animal they

harvest, for purposes of age 
determination. Envelopes for 
this collection will be avail- 
able from Fish and Wildlife 
offices and most vendors. 
Since postage will be prepaid 
all hunters are urged to 
complete the requested in- 
formation and return the 
envelopes even if they do not 
hunt or kill an animal. 

Hunters are reminded that 
seasons in wildlife manage- 
ment units, formerly Zone 2 
are now fully incorporated 
into Zone S and are subject to 
all the season dates esta- 
blished for Zone S. The 
morning prohibition of all- 
terrain vehicle use in North- 
ern Zone S has been removed 
to allow access into more 
remote areas. 

The Long Lake Moose 
season and the Yaha Tinde 
Elk seasons have been dis- 
continued. The resident zone 
and male moose licence has 
been dropped in favor of the 
new simplified licence com- 
bination which has been 
adopted. There will be no 
hunting permitted in Kanan- 
askis Provincial Park. 


COYOTE HUNTING 


Changes in the 1978 
regulations regarding the 
hunting of coyotes reflect the 
recognized need for more 
effective management of 
coyotes throughout Alberta. 

In recent years, coyotes 
and their harvesting have 
been the focus of discussion 
for a number of groups, 
among them, trappers, con- 
servationists, farmers and 
ranchers, 

Fish and Wildlife Division, 
Alberta Recreation, Parks 
and Wildlife identified some 
of the concerns over the 
harvesting of coyotes as 
follows: 

High fur prices have 
caused an increase in har- 
vesting and subsequently an 
increase in trespass viola- 
tions. 

Unrestricted hunting of

public reaction. 
Environmental groups cite 
over harvesting and in- 
discriminate hunting as the 
result of inadequate controls. 
The livestock industry 
fears over protective mea- 
sures for coyotes could result 
in increased coyote popu- 
lations and also an increase 
of losses in sheep and 
livestock numbers. 
Features of the 1978 
regulations are expected to 
balance these concerns.

the year, without a licence. 
Where an individual land- 
owner is unable to control 
problem coyotes alone, he 
may apply for a wildlife 
damage permit from the Fish 
and Wildlife Division. The 
permit grants him the right 
to name other individuals to 
shoot coyotes on specified 
lands without a licence. 
Permits will be issued for any 
period required, with a 
maximum time frame of one 
year.

Liquor. Is it allowed when 
boating? The Provincial Li- 
quor Control Act does not 
allow liquor in a public place, 
except under the authority of 
a permit. Therefore, when 
boating, liquor is not allow- 
ed. There is also an offence 
for impaired operation of a 
vessel which has provisions 
for a breathalyzer test and a 
penalty of either fine or 
imprisonment, There could 
also be a suspension ordered 
prohibiting operation of a 
vessel on any waters in 


Canada. Please remember 
that the provisions against 
open liquor apply equally to 
fishermen along the shore 
and that the Provincial Litter 
Act regulates the disposal of 
the empty bottles. 


TODAY’S BOATING TIP: 


To properly tow a disabled 
boat it is necessary to first 
raise the motor of the towed 
boat. Next, if possible, have 
all the passengers get into 
the powered boat to lighten 
the load on the towed boat.
